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Havana Harbour isadeep lagoon with an entrance 
about half a mile wide and a long natural breakwater 
between the layoon and the open sea. The Moro, a fine 
fortification Of the Vanban period, stands at the harbour 
entrance opposite the city The old Moro, which defied 
Drake and Oliver, stands on the crest of a range of 
hills along the same coast. 
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
